court martial of Captain Alfred Drey- 
fns, by which he was condemned on 
the charge of betraying French army 
secrets to Germany, has 
been 
an- 


nulled by the court of cassation by 
which his case was reviewed. 


The former verdict 
is 
annulled 


without ordering a retrial of Dreyfus, 
which was the point for which his 
counsel contended in the rehearing 
which has just closed. 


As the result of today's 
verdict 


Breyfus will re-enter the French 
army with the stain upon his honor 
wiped out. 
\ report, is-current in army circles 


that his promotion to the rank of ma- 
jor has already been decided upon, 
and that he will take command under 
this higher rank immediately. 


Oreyfns was not in court when the 


verdict was returned. 
His brother, 


Mathieu Dreyfus, who has, been a con- 
stant attendant at the re-hearing, was 
in the court room 
and he at once 


rushed off to carry the good news to 
Dreyfus, who bad awaited him at bis 
home. 


The decision will be printed in 1OO 


newspapers 
selected by Dreyfus. 


Dreyfus withdrew all claim for dam- 
ages. 


Twelve years of horror is to be fol- 


lowed at last by the full vindication 
of Captain Alfred Dreyfus to his for- 
mer rank and honors in the army. 


Alfred Dreyfus was born in Alsaco 


in 1859 and 
removed 
to Parts in 


1874. 
He graduated from the Ecole 


Polytechnique and the school of ap- 
plied gunnery and served as a lieu- 
tenant of artillery from 1882 to 1S89, 
when he was appointed captain. Later 
he went to the general staff. 


On October 15, 1894, he was arrest- 


ed on the charge of having sold mili- 
tary secrets to a representative of the 
German government. It was alleged 
that a letter conveying this informa- 
tion was found by a servant in the 
pocket of Col. Schwarzkoppen, Ger- 
man military attache in Paris, and 
delivered to Col. Henry, of the intel- 
ligence department of the war office. 
Major Du Paty DeClam made the in- 
vestigation that resulted in Dreyfus' 
arrest.

They took 
the matter to the court of appeals, 
which has just heard the case. 


By the verdict of the court of cas- 


sation it is declared that nothing re- 
mains of the charges on which the 
Rennes court 
martial' condemned 


Dreyfus and that, 
therefore, 
since 


neither crime nor offense exists, no 
futrther trial is necessary. 


An order was issued that the de 


cision of the court of cassation shall 
be "posted Jin all French 
communes 


and printed in 100 newspapers to be 
selected by Dreyfus. No financial in- 
demnity was awarded Dreyfus for the 
reason that he withdrew all claim for 
damages, merely asking that his hon- 
or should be cleared of the stain put 
upon it by his 
condemnation 
and 


degradation. An extraordinary coun- 
cij of the cabinet has been ordered 
for today to censider the situation 
created by the Dreyfus verdict and 
decide what shall be done in regard 
to his restoration to the army. The 
council will also determine what is to 
be done in regard to restoring Col. 
Picquart, one of the few army men 
who stood by Dreyfus and who was 
also expelled from the army for his 
support of the condemned man.

He told the attorneys that Sheriff Cal- 
lahan had given it to him. The de- 
fendants helped to defend him in hia 
previous trial. He did not know, but 
;hought they had paid his attorneys' 
fees. Jett lost his memory at the cru- 


ial moments, and could tell nothing 


of his or White's actions preceding or 
following the murder. That Jett has 
lad some marvelous change of heart 
is apparent, but the reason may be 
found in the statement of Compiojgr,

speech before the State Bar associa- 
tion Secretary Taft talked upon the 
Panama canal, giving reasons for the 
selection by the government of the 
Panama route and explaining the ap- 
parent delay in the actual work of ex- 
cavation. The necessity of improved 
sanitary conditions being established 
before the actual work of construc- 
tion was" actively commenced, was 
strongly 
emphasized, and it was 


shown that nearly 25,000 employes 
had in reality accomplished more than 
any one realized in the building and 
equipment of railroads, the construc- 
tion of a water supply and building of 
thousands of homes for those engaged 
in the work. It was pointed out that 
the actual excavation was much less 
of a problem than what to do with the 
material when taken out, much of 
which had to be carried 15 miles, re- 
quiring the building of over 300 miles 
of spur tracks. 
The question of ob- 


taining sufficient labor was shown to 
be a serious one, and it had been nec- 
essary to employ large numbers of 
natives and Chinamen, three of whom 
would do less than an average Ameri- 
can workman. The estimated cost of 
the Panama route was placed at ?150,- 
000.000 and the time of completion 
about seven years, as against a cost 
of $300,000,000 and 17 years for the 
completion of the work had the Nica- 
raguan route been chosen.

1 
said in the letter of acceptance under 
the title of 'Trust Remedies': 'I point- 
ed out in iny earlier response te rem- 
edy which, in my judgment, can effect- 
ually be applied against monopolies, 
and the assurance was then given that 
if existing laws, including both statute 
and common law, proved inadequate, 
contrary to my expectations, I favor 
such further legislation with constitu- 
tional limitations as \\ill best promote 
and safeguard the interests of all the 
people.' 


"I emphasized the same thought on j 


other occasions in public speech. I 
reiterated it in a speech on Jefferson's 
day, 
1905, in which I said: 'The plain 


truth is that there has been no time 
during past eight years, since the 
abuses alleged became flagrant, when 
they could not have been eliminated. 
Nothing has been so much needed as 
a rigid, honest, unyielding enforce- 
ment of the law, both civil and crim- 
inal. But instead of going on with 
the enforcement of the law against re- 
bates by putting the railroad officials 
responsible for them behind prison 
bars precisely as we do other malefac- 
tors, their misconduct is made an ex- 
cuse for further concentration of pow-
